Professor Very Discovers That Planet 
Draws Atmoepheric Moisture 
From Polar Regions 
The result of measurements of Mars 
and the moon, obtained by Dr. V. M. 
Slipher at the Lowell Ob vatory on 
the night of February 6, 1914, have 
just been published. They entirely 
onform Dr. Slipher’s previous spec- 
1908 of water vapor 
and of oxgyen in the Martian atmos- 
1 advan'ages under 
' determination was 

or Vory ys 
th Mars and the moon 
ro at high altitude and the path of 
the rays through the air was shorten- 
ed, while the expotures were so near- 
ly simultaneous that there can be no 
woubt of tne absence of sensible at- 
mosphere change in the short interval 
between successive exposures. 

‘Second, added to this, a new stain 
has been employed by Dr. Sliipher 
which extends the sensitiveness of the 
phetographic plate in the red to a lit- 
tle greater Mstance on the side of the 
long wave lengths and gives a better 
impression of the water vapor band,” 

The fact that more water vapor 
existed in the earth’s atmosphere for 
the night in 1914 has, in Professor 
Very’s words, “rendered certain the 
fact that we are dealing with actual 
moisture in the Martian atmosphere, 
since the Martian intensification of 
the vapor band, or the ratio of Mar- 
tian aqueous absorption to terrestrial 
absorption, has been proved to be 
smaller when the water vapor in the 
earth's atmosphere is greater, 4s 
should be the case if the intensifica- 
tion is truly Martian. A similar dem- 
onstration has resulted for the oxygen 
absorption. 

‘Finally,” Professor Very says, 
“there is the novel information that 
the moisture in the atmosphere of 
Mars is rot uniformly distributed, 
which we had a right to expect, but 
also that, unlike tne earth, whose trop- 
ical air is heavily laden with moisture 
but whose temperate and polar reg- 
ions are comparatively dry, Mars has 
but little moisture at the equator, 
While the water vapor Increases very 
largely near the borders of the snow 
cap. It is, therefore, the vapor.tion 
of moisture from the melting snow 
which replenishes the dry air of Mars 
with the aqueous vapor. The poles 


are the storehouses of the water sup-| 


ply on Jars. There are no equatorial 
oceans, and, therefore, no source of 
supply hy evaporation under a tropi- 
cal sun. To the polar snows Mars 
must look for its water and this is 
precisely what Dr. Percival Lowell 
has all along maintained.

India immediately started to 
raise an army of seventy thousand to 
<o to England's aid, India immediate- 
ly gave $5,000,000 to. England’s war 
chest and promised more. The princes 
of India offered to contribute their 
crown jewels and asked  ermission 
to serve in the king's army. 

Not only Germany, but the whole 
world has been wrong about England's 
position in India. The English viceroy 
is more secure in the government of 
India than any native ruler that held 
sway before the conquest. England 
will rule India so long as the princes 
of that country can command their 
subjects’ respect. When the people 
develop a spirit of independence and 
rebel against their native rulers, then,

FIRES AND FOREST FERTILITY 


Destruction of the Timber Only Part 
of the Immense Damage 
Done 

Expects stute that forest soils have 
lost and are losing much fertility ow- 
ing to forest fires which, doing appar- 
ntly little immediate damage, rob the 
soil of accumulations of humus, In 
many sections land is being cleared 
|for farming an’, where such forest 
land has rot bees burned, there Is a 
large percentage of vegetable matter 
which provides considerable fertility 
and a good texture. Moreover, as this 
soil has a greater capacity to absorb 
and retain moisture, it is less likely to 
be washed and gullied under heavy 
rains. For these reasons, in addition 
to the damage to standing timber, 
authorities agree that wood lands 
should be very carefully safeguarded 
against fire.

In doing so, it is bad 
practice to use staples to attach the 
wire directly to the tree, thus ensur- 
ing that the wire will become over 
grown and imbedded in the wood, 
Not only is the tree thereby ruined or 
injured but, further, it is impossible 
to remove the fencing without cutting 
either the wire or the tree, 

A better way, protecting both the 
tree and the fence, ir first to ncil to 
the tree a strip of wood about four 
inches wide and one inch thick, of a 
length to suit the height of the fence. | 
The wire fence can then be stapled | 
to this strip This will secure the 
fence and will not interfere »*ith the) 
tree growth.

Train Service 


GET TO CALGARY OVER 
C.N.R 


GA correspondent writes us sug- 
gesting that there is now opened a 
way whereby people can get from 
Strathmore to Calgary and back 
and do their business without 
spending a night in Calgary. The 
only C.P.R. trains now on this line 
leave Strathmore eastbound and 
westbound at 4 30 and 5.30 p.m. 
respectively. 

To overcome this difficulty, our 
correspondent, who isa well-known 
local man who has tried out his re- 
medy himself and found it to work 
all right, suggests the establishment 
of a motor service between Strath- 
more and Hawick, on the new 
C.N.R. line, about eight miles 
north-west of Strathmore. The C. 
N.R. now runs a train each way 
daily between Calgary and Saska- 
toon, arriving in Calgary at 12.40 
noon, and leaving again at 6.10 
p.m. This train would probably 
leave Hawick for Calgary about 
11 aem., and arrive back again 
about 730 p.m.

Belgian Monarch in Trenches—Per- 
sonal Presence Inspires Heroic 
Troops | 

“My skin is of no more value to wy | 
country than is ,ours. My place is on 
the firing line.” 

That was the reply of King Albert 
of Belgium to the importunities cf iis 
personal staff who urged him to leave 
the front. It was my privilege in ac- 
tion fighti>g with the remnants of his 
little army to defend the last strip 
of his native land st‘ll held by his 
own troops; he is still unterrified and 
unconquered. Garbed in the field uni- 
form of a general he is constantly en- 
couraging his men at every point. 

The king passes up and down the 
line of his army. Sometimes he uses 
an automobile. At other times he is 
on foot. Addressing his cheering sold- 
iers he uses the familiar “thee’ and) 
“thou” usually reserved for members 
of the same family. Me is comforte- 
to the wounded, cheerer to the down- 
hearted. 

When the Gre beeame particularly 
hot at the position where it was by 
cood fortune to see him, izembers of 
his staff suggested that he leave the 
trenches and go to a place of safe.y 
at the rear. He refused with a smile. |

ent a great German shel! burst only} 
ten paces away. 

Realizing his position his soldiers| 
fought like demons. They slaughtered 
the Germans, riddling them with vol-| 
ley after volley from tbeir rifles and] 
then following with a series of des-| 
perate bayonet charges.

mans lost heavil, Great heaps of 
their slain marked the line of their 
advance and of their retreat. 

As the king moved to his headquar- 
ters following the repulse of the Ger- 
mans h: was cheered everywhere. He} 
was wet to the skin with the driz-) 
zling rain that had fallen for hours.} 
His uniform was covered with caked | 
mud. His hands and face were streak-) 
ed with clay. 

His appearance was in 
contrast to when I last sav him at 
Paris just before he became king. | 
Then he was b. yishly enthusiastic and | 
a smile was constantly on his lips. To- 
day, as he looh-u back at the firing 
line and at the little strip of territory 
yet left to him, his face was the sad- 
dest that I have ever gazed on. But 
it was inspiring in its sorrow, aud 
was plainly apparent why his men 
should love him now in the gunpits, 
far more than when he was in the 
palace. It functuated the reports 
made by the staff officers. There was 
no fear in his face. He sorrows for 
the devastation of his country, for the 
death of so many of his subjects, but 
}: remains contident that in the end 
Belgium will be restored t- her place 
among nations

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Digging Trenches While Under Fire 

In the reports of the war in Europe 
it is frequently stated that the ad- 
vance lines of the armies threw up 
entrenchments, and it fs difficult for 
the ordinary reader to understand 
how. this is done, for to him anything 
like a fortification appears to be a 
matter of considerable time and labor, 
which could not be accomplished with 
the enemy raining shot and shell. 
What these protections are and how 
they are formed is clearly explained 
in the special war issue of the Scien- 
tifle American of October 3rd, by a 
military expert in an interesting story 
about fortifications generally: 

‘he advancing line may have suffer- 
ed great losses, or the ammunition 
may be running low. At all events, it 
finds itself unable to gain ground to 
the front. To retreat would be fatal. 
it must remain where it {s—some of 
the men find natural cover, but many 
must provide artiticial protection from 
the enemy's rifle fire. The men are 
lying down as flat as they can. To 
arise, even to a kneeling position 
means death or a disabling wound. 
The necessity for cover under these 
circumstances caused men to devise 
the lying down trench, It gives cover 
from rifle fire to a man lying down, 
but is absolutely no protection from 
shrapnel bullets. The hetght of the 
parapet should not exceed one foot. 

The trench itself is about two and 
a half feet wide and about six feet 
long. It an be constructed by one 
man in soft ground, using the portable 
entrenching tools, in about 20 min- 
utes, 

Under fire, as outlined in the fore- 
going, the man being compelled to re- 
main in the prone position, he can 
mask himself from view in from 10 
to 15 minutes, and complete the trench 
in 40 to 45 minates. In this position, 
and in view of the smal! number of 
portable entrenching tools carried by 
the company, the man would be oblig- 
ed to use his knife bayonet to loosen 
the earth and the cover of his meat 
can to shovel it in front of him, One 
of the methods of working suggested 
by the text books is to dig a trench 
18 inches wide, as far back as the 
knees; roll into it and dig 12 inches 
wide along side of it and down to the 
feet; then roll into the second cut and 
extend the first one back to the feet. 
fhis trench was seldom used in the 
Manchurian war, The best that can 
be said for it is that men can obtain 
slight cover under a hot fire with a 
minimum of casualties because it in- 
volves less digging, and they are par- 
tially protected from the very begin 
ning of the work.

Carlton Jencks, who went down 
with the Maine, was not only an ac- 
tive Christian Endeavorer, but the or- 
ganizer of several young people's soc- 
ieties on naval vessels, and one of the 
founders of ihe Christian Bndeavor 
Sailors’ Home in Japan, The Christ- 
ian Endeavor movement has followea 
the flag around the world, and today 
aggressive local societies are found 
on @ score of war vessels and in in- 
creasing numbers among the soldiers 
on shore, 

For thirty-three years this organiza. 
tion, which ministers to the youth of 
all Protestant Evangelical churches, 
has emphasized loyalty and love of 
country. Millions cf men and women 
are today intelligent, practical Christ- 
ian citizens, the constructive reform- 
ers of the State, and living as heroi 
cally for their country as Jencks died 
for it, because Christian Endeavor 
gripped their lives and trained their 
minds and hearts for the service of 
God and native land. 

That the patriotism of Christian 
Endeavorers is not narrow, nor un- 
duly martial, is evidenced by the fact 
that the conferences between repre- 
sentatives of North and South China, 
which resulted in the establishing of 
the Chinese republic, were held in 
the home of Rev. Edgar Little, treas- 
urer of the United Society of Christ- 
jan Endeavor for China. In every 
land Christian Endeavor has spoken 
a ringing message for universal peace. 
No man has contributed more largely 
toward the brotherhood of the nations 
than the founder and president of the 
world’s Christian Endeavor Union, Dr. 
Francis 8, Clark. 

The first citize .\ip superintendent 
of the United Soctety of Christian En- 
deavor was Dr. Samuel B. Capen, who 
until the time of his death in China 
of missions, was ore of the most elo- 


while on a world tour in the interests 
the North American continent. 

In Brooklyn, N.Y., Christian En- 
deavor has for years helped build a 
better citizenship by providing a sum- 
mer camp for liundreds of poor child- 
ren. Cleveland erected a score of 
public drinking fountains, and iced 
them until the ci‘y’s new water plant 
was completed 

In California the coffee club idea 
and the first coffee club originated in 
the fertile mind of a Christian En- 
deavorer, Today in a number of cities 
of California and Oregon the evil in- 
fluences of drinking resorts are being 
counteracted by these coffee clubs, 
which are in the truest sense of the 
term “the poor man’s club.” 

In a dozen State penal institutions 
and in many city jails and reforma- 
tcries, Christian Endeavor is helping 
to reclaim the oute. sts of society. The 
largest Christian Endeavor society in 
the United States is in the peniten 
tiary at Frankfort, Ky. This society 
has over 600 members, It is the proud 
boast of prison workers that no pris- 
on Endeavorer, after being pardoned 
or after having served his teri, has 
ever returned to prison, 

The great Chicago Union of Christ- 
fan Endeavor launched the movement 
that resulted in th» nation-wide clos- 
ing of the post office on Sunday, and 
more recently this same union gave to 
the continent “Go-to-Chureh-Sunday.” 

When the moving pictures of an in- 
famous prize fight, between a white 
man and a black man, threatened to 
stir the race prejudices of the country 
and to pollute the minds of the youth, 
General Secreary Shaw, of the United} 
Society of Christian Endeavor, tele- 
graphed messages of portest to the 
governors of several States. As the 
result of this protest, in less than 
twenty-four hours the great cities, as 
well as the smaller towns of the 
United States, were closed to the 
fight pictures 

In 1911, the Canton, O., Endeavor- 
ers stopped Sunday automobile rac 
ing, and then marshalled the moral 
forces of the ctiy and country to re- 
elect the law-enforcing sheriff, who 
was opposed by the united liquor and 
vice interests 

These are a few of the unnumbered 
illustrations of Christian Endeavor| 
patriotism. Today, wherever a fight 
ig on against political corruptionists 
and in the interests of good govern- 
ment, in the midst of the conflict will 
be found strong-bodied, fearless, | 
clean-minded men and women, who 
have received thelr training and in- 
spiration for larger service in the 
Young People’s society of the church. 

At the present time the United 
Society of Christian Endeavor is pre- 
senting to its more than three million 
young people two epoch-making cam- 
prignus. Both were launched at the 
Atlantic City International Christian 
Endeavor Convention in 1911. One 
has as its motto, “A Saloouless Na- 
tion by 1920," the other is the cam- 
paign for a continental Good-Citizen- 
ship Sunday. In the movement for 
National Prohibition, the Christian En- 
deavorers are uniting with all other 
temperance and general reform or- 
ganizatons that have as their common 
goal the final solution of the Hquor 
problem, With posters, bill-board ad- 
verlising, window displays, electric 
signs, kite-flying contests for juniors 
and literature distribution, states and 
city unions are conducting scientific 
educational campaigns against bever- 
age alcohol and the saloon. 

The Good Citizenship Day move- 
ment has, from the beginning, receiv- 
ed the support of the leaders of pub- 
lic affairs in the United States and 
Canada. The president of the United 
States, and repre.entatives from near- 
ly every other department of organiz- 
ed society, have given the plan their 


enthusiastic endorsement and sup- 
port. Sunday, October 18, was 
designated as Good Citizenship Sun- 


day for 1014, and the third Sunday 
in October will be permanently cele- 
brated as Good Citizenship Sunday.

All Germans and Austelans in the 
old country who have been in a hurry 
to change their names to British must 
revertto their discarded names. A 
new order in council published in a 
supplement to the London 
says: 

“An alien enemy shall not, after Oc- 
tober 12, 1914, for any purpose assume 


or continue the assumption or use, of 


was ordinarily known at the date of 
the commencement of the war.” 

It is further provided than an alien 
enemy will be committing a breach o? 
this order if he carries on, or he is 
member of partnership or firm un- 
der any other name than that under 
which such trade or business was car- 
ried on at the beginning of the war 

Nearly 500 changes of name have 
been made by deed poll since August 
1st. 

By a proclamation in the same issue 
all insurance business with an enemy 
is prohibited. No new policy (includ- 
ing reinsurance) may be entered into 
with or for the benefit of an enemy; 
nor May anyone accept or give effect 
to any insurance made with or for 
the benetit of an enemy )efore the 
outbreak of the war. 

Insurance transactions with an en- 
emy’s branch in British Allied or neu. 
tral territory shall be considered as 
transactions by or with an enemy,
